March 10, 1925. 


Meeting called to order by Moderator, Alfred W. Poore, at 
10:00 o’clock in the forenoon, 


Moderator read the warrant and posted the check list. 


ARTICLE 1. Robert M. Gordon moved that the polls be 
now open for voting and that the same be closed at 
6.30 P. M., and that Articles 2 to 17 be taken up 
at 1.30 P. M. Motion was supported by George L. 
Eaton and carried. 


Balloting continued until 1.30 P. M. at which time 
the moderator called the voters to order and proceeded 
to take up Article 2. 


ARTICLE 2. Upon motion made by George L. Eaton, 
voted that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00. 


ARTICLE 3. Upon motion made by George L. Eaton, 
voted that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,750.00 for State Aid Highway. 


ARTICLE 4. Upon motion made by George L. Haton, 
voted to pass over this article for the time being and 
take up Article 5. 


ARTICLE 5. Upon motion made by Robert M. Gordon, 
voted that the Town of Goffstown intervene in the 
action of the Boston & Maine Railroad to abandon 
Manchester and North Weare Railroad, now pending 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission: and 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to employ counsel 


and such experts as may be deemed necessary to de- 
fend and protect the interests of the town and to 
approve and ratify the action already taken by the 
Board of Selectmen. ' 


E. C. Morse proposed an amendment to Mr. Gordon’s 
motion as follows: That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to act in conjunction with the Board of Select- 
men. ‘The amendment was rejected. 


Upon motion of Robert M. Gordon, voted that tthe 
Board of Selectmen be authorized to use such sums 
of money as may be necessary for the purpose, from 
Town Funds not otherwise appropriated, in the pro- 
posed railroad abandonment. 


Upon motion of Robert M. Gordon the Town voted to 
adopt the following Resolutions: 


WHEREAS the Boston & Maine Railroad has filed a 
petition with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
asking for leave to abandon, among others, its North 
Weare Branch, and whereas the service rendered on 
said Branch is important and we believe vital to the 
business interests of Goffstown and to its citizens, 
generally, and whereas the proposed substitution of 
bus and truck service, if furnished, will not be adapted 
to the transportation needs of the town and will be a 
constant menace and agency of destruction to its 
highways,—we the legal voters of Goffstown in town 
meeting assembled protest aganist such abandonment 
and urge that it would be destructive not only to all 
of the business interests of Goffstown, but subversive 
of the best interests of the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
to which the North Weare Branch is now, for many 
years has been, and still promises to be an important 
feeder for its main lines. 
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ARTICLE 6. Upon motion of Henry M. Beard it was voted 
that the Article be dismissed. 


ARTICLE 7%. Remarks by Robert M. Gordon and George 
L. Eaton relative to construction of a sewer system. 


Upon motion of E. C. Morse voted to take up Article 
8. 


ARTICLE 8. Upon motion of Henry M. Beard, voted that 
the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the sewer fund. 


ARTICLE 9. Upon motion of George P. Hadley, voted 
that the Town authorize the Selectmen to contract 
with the U. 8S. Bobbin & Shuttle Company respecting 
said flowage rights on such terms and for such price as 
the Selectmen may deem right and proper, to the 
end that the safety of the travelling public shall be 
duly protected. 


ARTICLE 10. Henry M. Beard moved that the Article be 
dismissed. Motion was not carried. 


Upon motion of James M. George, voted—That the 
road agents having in their district the State Aid 
road leading from Pinardville to the New Boston line, 
be authorized and directed under the supervision of the 
Selectmen, to remove by plowing, the surplus snow 
from said State Aid road in such a manner that the 
same may be kept in suitable condition both for motor 
and horse drawn vehicles during the winter months; 
and that a sum sufficient for this purpose be raised and 
appropriated with the usual appropriation for care 
and maintenance of highways, —

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FIRE WARDENS OF 
THE GOFFSTOWN VILLAGE FIRE 
PRECINCT. 


For the Year Ending February 1, 1926. 


During the past year our losses from fire have been 
sight. On March 5, 1925, an alarm was blown for Box 
31, located on Elm Street, for a fire in the hen-house of 
William Dalgetty. The fire was quickly extinguished. 
The main loss was to Mr. Dalgetty, for more than a hun- 
dred hens were suffocated. A false alarm from the same 
box, blown by two boys, was also sounded. The boys 
were taken before Judge Poore and Selectman G. L. Eaton 
and warned as to future punishment for such deeds. Box 
21 was sounded for fire in the shed of W. A. Martin; not 
much damage. On the Ist of October, Mr. I. A. Stark, 
on returning from the city, found the basement of his 
house in flames. Box 23 was blown. ‘The firemen made 
a quick response and held the fire damage to the base- 
ment, but the building being made of cement, with its 
slate roof, confined the dense smoke and much damage re- 
sulted therefrom. | 

There is one matter which must be attended to. Auto- 
ists are constantly parking cars in front of hydrants. 
The ones in front of Mrs. Mary Parker’s and the coal 
office of W. A. Martin are sometimes completely blocked 
by closed cars with set brakes. Delays at the time of 
fire are dangerous and if the firemen must stop to break 
into a locked car and release its brake before they can 
get to a hydrant such a delay may prove costly, especially 
should the fire occur in one of the various buildings used 
for public gatherings. 
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During the past year we have been called to Weare and 
Dunbarton and did what we could to aid them in their 
hour of need.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. . 


A good start has been. made on the sewerage system, 
so long urged by this department, and we hope a goodly 
sum of money will be raised each year till the system 
as planned is complete. 

Fourteen cases of scarlet fever, four cases of diph- 
theria, three cases of typhoid fever, many cases of 


measles and mumps have come to the attention of the 
Board. 


There were two deaths from diphtheria and one from 
typhoid fever. 

We wish to call the attention of parents to the law 
requiring them to report to the Board of Health every 
case of contagious disease in their household. 

Many nuisances have been investigated, the public 
drinking water examined every three months, and sev- 
eral samples of well water sent to the State Department 
for inspection. The public water supply has always 
proved to be of excellent quality. 

Few of our citizens realize the value to our town of 
the Health Educational program of the Maternity, In- 
faney and Child Hygiene division of the State Board of 
Health. <A clinic was held in our town hall December 
1ith and 55 children under 6 years of age were weighed, 
measured and given a physical examination by two of our 
local physicians, under the supervision of Mrs. Mary D. 
Davis, State Welfare Nurse. The parents are instructed 
regarding the physical defects found, and the necessary 
corrections to be made, so that the child may be free from 
anv physical condition that would prevent normal devel- 
opment. 

Forty-seven of these children were found to have phys- 
ical defects, as follows: 
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Underweight, 7; defective teeth, 11; strabismus, 1; 
hernia, 2; skin diseases, 2; bronchitis, 1; cogswheel 
breathing, 2; rickets, 1; enlarged tonsils, 22; diseased 
tonsils, 1; phinosis, 10; adenoids, 2; deviated septum, 1; 
flat feet, 12; bow legs, 1; varus, 1; spinal curvature, 1. 

Follow-up conference work is being done and 34 of 
these children are now under treatment. 

It is planned to have other conferences later. 

We wish to extend our thanks to the physicians and the 
committee from the Unity Club, who so ably assisted in 
this conference. 

This work should have the hearty support of every 
citizen.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 
GOFFSTOWN PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Two changes marked the beginning of the library year 
—the resignation of Mrs. Bessie B. Parker from the 
board of trustees and that of Miss Alma B. Whipple as 
librarian. Mrs. Grace C. Sheffield was elected trustee 
at the annual town meeting and Miss Louise E. Marden 
was named by the board of trustees to sueceed Miss 
Whipple. Another change occurred in October when 
Miss H. Arlene Thorp resigned as assistant librarian to ac- 
eept a position in the Manchester City Library. The 
personnel of the staff now includes Miss Marden, librar- 
ian, and the Misses Virginia Lovell and Ruth King, part- 
time assistants. 

Especial attention has been given during this past year 
to the juvenile books and an effort made to round out 
the collection with carefully selected new titles and by 
replacing worn-out and unattractive copies of the juvenile 
classics with new, well-illustrated editions. One of the 
greatest present needs of the library is a children’s room, 
equipped with low tables, chairs and book shelves where 
the younger borrowers may select books and read under 
supervision. The sharing of a reading room by adults 
and children together is an unsatisfactory arrangement 
in both cases and it is hoped that in the near future the 
young people of* Goffstown may have a fair chance to 
eultivate their taste for reading and become better ae- 
quainted with the treasures of the library. 

Several children successfully completed the summer 
vacation reading course prescribed by the library, in 
recognition of which they were entertained at a party 
held at the library as a part of the Children’s Book Week. 
observance in November. 

A number of public-spirited ladies of the Town offered 
their services and have assisted the librarian in mending 
books, giving up many afternoons to this prosaic task. 
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According to its annual custom the library was repre- 
sented at the summer library school at Durham, in 1925, 
by Miss Thorp who was in attendance during. the ten 
days’ session of the school. There is no tuition charge to 
residents of New Hampshire and the expense to the 
library for transportation and board is small, compared 
to the benefit received by the person attending. To 
libraries like ours, without sufficent funds to pay the 
salary of a trained librarian, the summer school is of in- 
estimable value. Miss Marden was honored by the New 
Hampshire Library Association in the fall when she re- 
ceived one of two scholarship awards given by the asso- 
ciation for commendable work during the year. As a re- 
sult of this she was a guest of the association at its an- 
nual meeting held in Laconia, October 7, 8, 9. 

Five meetings of the trustees were held in 1925 to dis- 
euss library problems and policies. The furnace which 
had been used for heating the building ever since it was 
occupied was found in the fall to be past repair and was 
replaced by a new one. Another needed improvement 
was the installation of a light directly over the charging 
desk. The cost of the latter was paid with a part of the 
money given to the library by the old Goffstown Board 
of Trade when it disbanded. 

The library has received many gifts during the year 
and thanks are hereby extended to those who have re- 
membered it so generously.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


GOFFSTOWN INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To the Members of the School Board and Residents of the 
District : 


This report is the fourth which I have had the privilege 
of presenting to the residents of this District. At the first 
school meeting I attended four years ago the question of a 
new building, primarily for High school, was under discus- 
sion. ‘There had been more or less discussion in previous 
years. That the agitation had not been begun too soon 
nor had been too insistent was made especially evi- 
dent last September when, in order to “house” the 
High School, it was necessary to find a room outside 
for grades seven and eight. Thanks to the Select- 
men. the “Library Room” in the Town Hall was placed at 
our disposal. The room in the school building, vacated by 
-these two grades, was immediately filled with about forty 
High School freshmen. This added room made certain ad- 
justments in the High School program possible, which has 
helped matters materially. 

Fortunately,—shall we say,—grades seven and eight to- 
talled about 30 pupils, so it was possible to get them into this 
rather small room in the Town Hall. While the pleasant 
weather continued, the matter of heating and ventilating was 
not especially difficult. But with the arrival of cold weather, 
a problem was present which could not be solved satisfactorily 
at all. Those near the stove were comfortable or hot, while 
those who sat near the windows were cold. On severe days 
no ventilation was possible at all. 

An end of this most unhealthy and undesirable situation 
was made at the earliest moment possible. The keys of the 
new building were turned over to the School Board on Sep- 
urday evening, January 31. The following Monday morn- 
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ing, at 8:30 o’clock, the pupils had been transferred to their 
room in the new building, using the temporary seating ar- 
rangements used in the Town Hall. 

For the first time in the history of the High School the 
enrolment this year passed the “hundred” mark. This num- 
ber has not only taxed the teachers but accommodations and 
equipment as well. For a number of years the State 
Department of Education has criticised the Commer- 
cial Department saying certain work: was not. properly 
supervised. Previously, in the only program possible 
with three full time teachers and one part time, and _ be- 
cause of lack of room, no adjustment could be made. But 
recently a change has been made. Mrs. Luther Dearborn, a 
former commercial teacher of splendid training and experi- 
ence, has been added as a special teacher, for two periods 
daily. With this arrangement the cause of criticism has 
been removed. 

The enrolment in the two primary rooms has approached 
fifty in each room. This number of pupils in two grades com- 
prises a larger group than can be handled with best results. 
by one teacher. More and more we are stressing individual 
attention. While our teachers work faithfully and conscien- 
tiously, and give time outside of school periods, yet there is 
a limit as to the amount of work and the number of individ- — 
uals that can be attended to. But with all other pupils in 
the New Building these four first grades will have more room 
at their disposal. Then with the addition of another full- 
time or special teacher, more adequate provision can be made 
for these nearly one hundred children. 

Of the twenty-for graduates from Grade VIII last June 
twenty-three entered High School. This very small loss 
between grades and High School should not pass unnoticed. 

Last June eleven seniors completed their work in High 
School. Five are now students elsewhere. 

Lewis Stark, Gerald Hyde and Stanley Lovell (’24) are 
at the University of New Hampshire. Ruth George is at 
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Simmons College. Natalie Hammond and Stella Tower are 
at Keene Normal. 

At the time this report is being written the schools are be- 
ing transferred from the old to the new building. It has re- 
quired about ten days to install seats, desks, furniture and 
laboratory equipment which necessitated considerable plumb- 
ing. Grades five, six, seven and eight, and the High School 
will be soon “settled down” and comfortably housed in their 
new quarters. Under the new and better working conditions 
we confidently expect more work and a better quality to be 
done. 

Grades one, two, three and four, with a total of about one 
hundred pupils, will remain in the old building. Here, a re- 
arrangement now is possible, and increased teaching ad- 
vantages. These pupils, although not in the new buildng, 
will profit because of it. 

The new building will be a real asset in school work. But 
another asset, not as great now as might easily be possible, 
is In a more active interest on the part of all the townspeople 
in the program and work of the schools. Someone has sug- 
gested a “Parent-Teacher Association.” Why not build this 
suggestion into reality, to unite with the common purpose of 
furthering the educational welfare of our young people? 

During this year when there has been something of the 
unsettledness which comes when a “moving” isn’t far away, 
with the many details and changes made necessary, there has 
always been on the part of those who have been responsible 
for the administration of the schools, and on the part of the 
teachers, the finest spirit of loyalty, not to personal ideas but 
to the good of the schools as a whole in so far as we can see 
wherein that good lies.

To the School Board and Residents of Goffstown Town 
School District : 


This report is the fourth I have submitted as Superin- 
teudent of Schools. Although these reports cover dit- 
ferent years, for the most part they have to do with the 
same items.

This list shows one more teacher than a year ago. Miss 
Katherine McLain returned to Grasmere Grammar this 
year. Miss Whitney, who taught there last year, is now 
at the Bartlett School. 
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Last season, for a time we found three rooms scarcely 
large enough to accommodate all the pupils at the Bart- 
lett School. Accordingly, the School Board decided to 
equip the fourth room there during the summer, so we 
could accommodate all who came. Miss Whitney took 
charge ot this new room, grades five und six. 

Although this section of the district is growing rapidly, 
the present four rooms should be sufficient for several 
years yet. 

Again this year the number of evening school ecandi- 
dates has been so small that no school has been opened. 
If ever the mills in Manchester get to operating at full 
time we shall have to provide the evening school oppor- 
tunity. Doubtless there are a number in the neighbor- 
hood who, although not required to attend, would be glad 
of a chance to help them master English. 

Last June, fifteen pupils graduated from the Eighth 
Grade. Of these but five entered High School. One of 
these has dropped out. This is too small a number. 
There are exceptions of course, but most young people 
will find advantage in a high school traning. If after an 
honest try at it one is manifestly one of those who can- 
not or will not profit by it, it is wiser to give his time to 
some endeavor that will be of some profit.

_ The tuition which a Board may charge for High School 

instruction was put on a somewhat different basis by the 
last legislature. Up until that change, tuition charges 
varied considerably—in a number of cases a charge against 
the parents was made in addition to the amount paid by 
the School District. The amount the District could pay 
was $70, unless by vote it was inereased to the 
full amount of the tuition whatever that might be. 
In order to secure more equal charges and also to pre- 
vent this additional charge to the parents, the law was 
changed. The average cost for high school instruction 
for all the schools of the State last year was $97.65 per 
pupil. No High School this year can charge more than 
that. A Board may charge no more than its own cost 
per capita for High School for the preceding year in any 
case, and even if its cost exceeds $97.65 per pupil, the tui- 
tion charge cannot exceed the state average of $97.65. 
The purpose of this in part is two-fold—to equalize tui- 
tion charges and to prevent the additional charge to 
parents. 

For the hearty co-operation of the School Board and 
the faithful daily work of teachers, without either of 
which essential elements are lacking for good schools, I 
express my genuine appreciation.
